This paper addresses the Office Action dated March 24, 2003, for which a one- 
month period (ending on April 24, 2004) for reply was set. A two month-extension is 
requested, the two-month extension period ending on June 24, 2004. 

Remarks 



In response to the Office Action of March 24, 2003, Applicants elect Group IT 
(two) including claim 12, but traverse the grouping of claims set forth to the extent that a 
separate grouping for the claims of Groups I (claims 1-11, 13, 21 and 2 2), II (claim 12) and VII 
(claims claims 24-29) is maintained. It is respectfully submitted that Groups I, n and VII do 
not represent distilict inventions, but rather, these groups concern either a method or a system 
for optical data transmission in which the power of a quadrature modulated optical signal is 
reduced during transitional states (in which data symbols change in value), such that the 
transmitted power decreases to zero at approximately a mid point of the transitional states. 
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Consideration of the merits of claims 1-13, 21, 22 and 24-29 in the present 
application is therefore respectfully requested.
